Gentlemen: - 

Referring  to  your  special  assessment  and  award  of 
damages,  dated  April  16th,  for  opening  an  alley  through  my 
Addition,  I would  call  your  attention  to  the  following  point 

First : The  damages  allowed  me  are  less  than  the 
actual  value  of  the  land  to  "be  covered  hy  this  alley,  which  - 
I estimate  at  $175.00. 

Second:  The  actual  damage  to  me  is  twice  the 
value  of  the  land  taken,  "because  of  the  loss  in  value  of 
the  two  lots  on  either  side  of  the  proposed  pole  line. 

Third:  I am  not  willing  to  have  an  alley  pass 
through  Lot  $22  under  any  conditions,  as  I have  made 
arrangements  to  make  a gravel  pit  out  of  this  lot,  and 
will  give  you  the  right  of  way  over  it  only  provided  no 
poles  are  placed  on  it. 

Fourth:  I am  not  willing  to  accept  less  than 
$300.00  for  the  west  ten  feet  of  lot  $13  and  the  right  of 
way  over  lot  #22. 

In  this  connection  I would  he  interested  in 
knowing  why  your  total  assessment  amounts  to  twice  as 
much  as  the  damages  awarded,  and  also  why  the  damages 


awarded  for  each  foot  in  length  of  alley  through  lot  #3  of 
H.  J.  Rudisill’s  Addition  is  twice  as  much  as  you  allowed 
per  foot  for  the  alley  through  my  Addition  when  the  value 
of  the  land  is  the  same. 

Kindly  keep  this  letter  on  file,  and  should  I 
not  he  present  at  your  meeting  on  May  13th  please  consider 
this  my  remonstrance  against  your  proposed  action  in  this 
matter .
